Risked Lawsuits to Sell Fielding's

Journal Unexpurgated.
From the Manchester Guardian.

One of the most curious stories In the
tdstory of publishing may be found In
the current number of The Library.
lldden away In a rather technical article
t»n "The Printing of Fielding's Works."
Henry Fielding, It will be remembered,
iled In Portugal In 1764. He kept a

record of his Journey out. which, gfter
lis death, was published for the benefit
if Ills widow and children under the
title of "The Journal of a Voyage to
Lisbon." When It had been printed off
ind was ready to be Issued to the publica copy of It was sent to the author's
jrother, John Fielding.
As a magistrate he realized at once

that certain passages relating to Veal,
the master of the vessel, were plainly
iefamatory. and If as a result of publishingthem \ eal's passenger traffic
were ruined a libel action might ensue.
He knew also that Isabella Ash, his
prothei's servant on the voyage and now
In England as Veal's flancfie, could and
probably would give evidence in the
paptaln's Interest.
Accordingly John Fielding decided to

suppress the whole edition, and there
was set tip and published instead of it a

revised version of the "Journal of a
\ oyage" irom wmcn tne disparaging
remarks on Veal wer« eliminated. A
fear later Lisbon was the scene of the
most terrible earthquake of modern
times. The public mind was deeply
itlrred by It, and Millar, the publisher,
(vith a keenneea worthy of a twentieth
Bentury Journalist, bethought him of 2,500
rolumes which, from fast becoming dust
traps, might be converted Into coin of
the realm.
He therefore bought the copyright of

the book and anticipating that any derllnoIn the passenger traffic to Portugal
aould be attributed to the effect of the
earthquake promptly threw upon the
market the whole of the unexpurgated
sdltlon.
